FROM YOU AND ME 


THE UNRESCINDED MISSIONS 
MANDATE STILL REQUIRES

hen I was a little boy, I 

attended a missionary rally 

with my dad. We traveled 
from Akron, Ohio, to Canton. I don’t 
remember who spoke. I do remember 
that God touched my little eight-year- 
old heart with a burden for missions. 
During the altar call, I asked my dad if 
he would let me give the money I had 
been saving for a new bike. He agreed. I 
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remember the good feeling as I placed 
the enormous sum of $28 into the 
plate. 

As I sat there in the pew, I distinctly 
remember the speaker telling us of the 
responsibility we have to spread the 
gospel. Jesus initially spoke those stir- 
ring words just before ascending to the 
Father: ‘You will receive power when 
the Holy Spirit has come upon you; 
and you will be witnesses to Me...to the 
end of the earth” (Acts 1:8, NKJV). 
And, “‘Go into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature’? (Mark 
16:15, NKJV). 

These words would carry great 
weight, even ina little boy’s heart—just 
because He said them. But I have since 
learned that they are all the more 
powerful because of when He said 
them!

But at forty years old, I ask questions. 
Hard questions. Questions of the Lord. 
And questions of those representing 
the missionary ventures asking for my 
money, It’s not that I’m disillusioned, 
though now | understand the mission- 
ary to South America is no more to be 
praised than the young couple who left 
everything to pastor in Pullman, Wash- 
ington. And the missionary program 
has as many imperfections as the next 
church program. 

No, it’s not disillusionment. It’s more 
like being a good steward. All I have is 
what I have. It only gets used once. I 
want it to be right. Here are my tough 
questions, and some answers I hope 
will motivate you to be as excited as I 
am, whatever your age!: 


Is the Lord saying, ‘‘Go into all 

the world and preach the gospel”? 
Yes. He has not rescinded the mandate 
given to the Church at its beginning. 
This commission will only be finished 
when He returns. 

Is the assignment specific, or 

general? I mean, did He say it to 
Peter, and some special few, or does the 
commission include me, and every 
believer? The assignment is general. 
The entire church is included. 

How should I respond? Do exactly 

what He asks you to do. And 
make no mistake, He asks people to go, 
to give, and to pray. Obedience to the 
Great Commission will find you exper- 
iencing all, or a combination of these 
responses. 

Is my churcha part of a worldwide 

missionary enterprise? Definitely! 
And one that you can be proud of. Our 
work has spread to 48 countries on 6 
major continents; and, in the last two 
years, work has begun within 38 Hid- 
den People groups. We can rejoice! 

If you are eight years old and saving 
for a bike, or my age and concerned 
about the future of your family, be 
touched with the reality of the Commis- 
sion, the urgency of the hour, and the

THIS YEAR'S FOURSQUARE MISSIONS

"70s and is accelerating in intensity in the ’80s. When talk- 
ing about penetrating the last frontiers, it is in the light of 
the imminent return of Jesus Christ and those yet to be 
reached. It is pertinent for us to know that these untouched 
peoples are found primarily in the Muslim world, the 
Buddhist world, the Hindu world, the Tribal world and the 
Secular Religionist world, as well as the world around 
you.

were driven out. No one could enter to 
do anything; “all we could do was pray.” 
The result: today believers there number 
perhaps as many as 50 million compared 
to the approximate 2 million at the time 
of the purge. All we could do was pray.

@ Finally, pray in the Spirit. There are 
times when we sense a burden of prayer, 
but we do not know how to pray. Romans 
8:26 reminds us that the Spirit intercedes 
for us. It is no coincidence when you are 
reminded of a missionary suddenly. Pray 
in your spiritual language when God 
reminds you. Intercede; press in for 
them.

Missionaries need to know fellow Chris- 
tians at home care about them and are 
holding up their part of this team ministry 
in prayer. When God has caused you to 
intercede in behalf of a specific missionary, 
it is always an encouragement to let that 
missionary know. Perhaps he needed 
help at that time; it may be that you were 
the one who pressed through to the 
throne of God on his behalf in a very 
difficult and testing time. 

Rev. 5:8 tells us that the prayers of the 
saints are stored up like a golden bow full 
of incense. The value of these prayers 
may escape us at times, but God has 
them stored to be presented on the altar 
before His throne. 

By ‘just praying,” God gives us oppor- 
tunity to enter into a worldwide ministry. 


“Pray with unceasing prayer and en- 
treaty on every fitting occasion in the 
Spirit, and be always on the alert to seize 
opportunities for doing so, with unwea- 
ried persistence and entreaty” (Eph. 6:18,

Acts 1:8 says, “When the Holy Spirit

eis any image that keeps coming 
mind while traveling overseas, it 
this: We in America and other 
stern’ nations are the “outsiders” and 
strangers” on planet earth. We are the 
inority group.” 

We who enjoy such wealth and health 
and convenience represent the very tip of 
an iceberg. This “tip of the iceberg” is 
often the only portion we ever see. The 
rest of the iceberg is submerged...and 
often forgotten. Because of this it is very 
easy to delude ourselves. We can actually 
think that we—the ‘tip of the iceberg” — 
represent life on the iceberg as a whole. 

The fact is, however, that the rest of the 
iceberg consists of more than three- 
quarters of the world’s people in the 
poorer, underdeveloped countries. For 
the most part, the people are underfed, 
underclothed, “captives” both in body 
and spirit. And it is these very countries 
which are growing the fastest. India has 
some 726 million people and grows by 13 
million people a year. Africa—the world’s 
fastest growing continent with 500 million 
people—could DOUBLE in size in the 
next 25 years. Asia with its exploding 
population could represent 58% of the 
world’s population in 15 years. 

These millions are just part of the 
submerged portion of the iceberg. But 
they are just numbers. What does “under- 
developed’ and “poor” mean in terms of 
human needs? 


The Children Suffer 

One measure is the condition of the 
world’s children. The United Nations 1984 
“State of the World’s Children” says that 
poverty for children usually means a 
“hidden” kind of hunger...an invisible 
malnutrition that touches one-fourth of all 
the children in developing countries. This 


on e 


er 


malnutrition is often not evident in the 
appearance of the child; yet, if severe in 
the early years of achild's life, it can stunt 
the brain's growth, diminishing the child’s 
mental capacity for life. 

Every day last year 40,000 children 
died from malnutrition and infection. And 
for every one who died, six now live in 
such hunger and ill health that it will be 
etched upon their lives until the day they 
die. Unheard of on our tip of the iceberg. 
But very real to a large segment of the 
“submerged” millions. 


We Have No Choice 

Some of the strongest and clearest 
directives given by Jesus had to do with 
the privilege and responsibility of tangibly 
expressing God's love by helping to meet 
people’s physical needs. Perhaps the 
most heart-searching is found in Matthew 
25:34-46, “| was an hungered...thirsty...a

How can | change the desperate situation 
of the millions who are so needy, both 
physically and spiritually?” 

Let’s begin by looking at what you, 
through your giving, did last year, Funds 
were sent for FLOOD relief in Ecuador, 
DROUGHT relief in Panama, FOOD for 
Africa, FIRE relief in Australia and the Phi- 
lippines, and AID to our brothers in Gua- 
temala. Funds were also given to organiza- 
tions which specialize in feeding the 
hungry and aiding those who are hurting 
in areas where Foursquare has no work 
established, 

Let me give you one prime example of 
how these funds were used. Last year, 
large sections of Argentina suffered devas- 
tation from flooding, with many left home- 
less.
